out of the wav. 
At noon 
Connie was centered 
about 60 miles west of here. head 
i d on an “erratic” course toward 
the north. 
Hurricane force winds 
fanned out about 50 miles east of 
center and gale- for 250 miles. 
Force of the storm is expected 
to “ weaken gradually after another 
six hours,” the advisory’ said There 
Was no further indication of accel­

Although tin noon forecast was 
optimistic, all interest along the 
coast to New England were cau­ 
tioned to maintain an alert. 
A massive storm front preceding 
the hurricane dumped heavy rain 
on New York City today causing 
the death of at least one person 
Rushing waters blocked highways, 
slowed rail and subway traffic and 
flooded thousands of homes in the 
nation's largest city

WASHINGTON IP - What five men 
belong in the Senate’s own Hall of 
Fam e? 
A five man Senate committee is 
going to choose 
the five 
‘out 
standing" from among the hun 
dred- no longer Living who serv 
I 
in that legislative body since the 
fir-t Congress in 1789. 
Nominees 
may come from among those_iyho 
wrestled with such carving prob­ 
lems as the Bill of Rights, the Mis* 
sours Compromise or atomic en­ 
ergy. 
The decision to pick the five 
was made in a resolution adopted 
by the Senate in the closing hours 
before the adjournment of Con­ 
gress last week 
The committee, 
to be named by Vice President 
Richard M 
Nixon, will make the 
ejections at the rate of one every 
two years.t 
auu- committee will be delving 
into the biographies of such sen 
atonal giants as Daniel Webster. 
Henry ( lay, John C. Calhoun, C ar­ 
ter Glass. George W. Norri-, Rob 
ert M. LaFollette Sr . Robert A 
Taft. and Arthur H 
Vandenberg 
to make its choices. 
The resolution requires the selec­ 
tion of five ‘‘outstanding persons 
. . 
but not a living per-on" from 
among all who have served in the 
Senate 
Their picture- 
will be 
painted in now blank ovals in the 
center of ornate panels in the Sen­ 
ate reception room. 
No standards are set in the reso­ 
lution so the committee it.-elf mild 
set them. 
Those chosen presumably will be 
picked on the ba-is of their serv­ 
ice in the Senate, although the 
resolution does not carry that re­ 
quirement. 
Some who have served 
in the Senate, like Jam es Monroe, 
John Quincy Adams and Cordell 
Hull, gained their greatest fame 
in other offices 
The committee also may have 
to decide what makes a great sen­ 
ator. For example, Taft was known 
as a great legislative craftsman 
and tactician. 
But his nam e was 
not attached to legislative monu­ 
ments like Vandenberg^ was tied 
to the United Nations and the North 
Atlantic Treaty or Norris’ to the 
Tennessee Valley Authority and the 
lame duck amendment to the con­ 
stitution. 
Recent 
incumbents 
like these 
three, of course, are identified with 
issues which still are controversial. 
Senate Democratic leader Lyndon 
B Johnson is expected to head the 
selection committee at the outset. 
Another likely choice is Sen. Rich­ 
ard B. Russell (D-Ga.j, who has a 
reputation as a student of history.

South Will Go 


For Stevenson 


CHICAGO IP — Gov 
Frank C 
Clement of Tennessee said today 
anyone who lacked faith in Demo 
crat.c party leadership should quit 
the party, and that A dial F. Steven­ 
son would hast* hi' support for the 
presidency in 1956. 
He predicted the "entire South" 
would go for Stevenson rn 1956. 
( lenient, who has been regarded 
as a possible 1956 Democratic vice­ 
presidential candidate, held a news 
conference at the 47th annual gov­ 
ernors’ conference. 
Although he 
declined to say h.s remarks about 
party loyalty were aimed at any­ 
one, it was obvious they were di­ 
rected at Texas Gov. Allan Shivers 
Shivers Thursday said he would 
support “ practically any" Demo 
erat or Republican over Stevenson 
for president, and Clement today 
said 
"if a man does 
not have 
enough faith in his party to be­ 
lieve his party would aet in good 
faith and select an honorable and 
acceptable nominee, then the time 
has arrived to join a party in which 
he can place his faith." 
Clement said he regarded Steven­ 
son as “ the mose courageous and 
able candidate who ever bad been 
“temporarily denied” 
the 
White 
House and pledged Stevenson h.s 
support. 
The 46 governors have been meet­ 
ing since Tuesday, with highways 
and highway safety the dominant 
subject on the official agenda. 
But 
the 1956 presidential race 
consistently held the .spotlight and 
Stevenson emerged as the dominat­ 
ing figure of the conference. 
He kept busy 
conferring with 
Democratic governors and his Wed­ 
nesday night promise to announce 
his political plans by November 
was taken by many observers as an 
indication that he will make the 
race. 
Meanwhile, the Republican gov­ 
ernors were almost unanimous in 
backing President Eisenhower for 
a second term. Many of them ex­ 
pressed confidence that he will be 
a candidate and score a decisive 
victory.
